Centre of Grand Duke Nicholas’

TURKISH ARMY ESCAPES

PETROGRAD, Aprll 20.

Having taken Trebigond and Erzerum,
the maln army of Orand Duke Nicholana =
presaing on against Balburt, which lles
midway between the two captured Turk-
ieh elties,

The Russian pursuit of the Turks con-
tinues without o moment's resplte. blow
after blow Lelng delivered at the Ottoman
troops, who are belng dislodged from every
front where they had hoped to consoll-
date a position,

The seigure of Treblzond happened much
cartler than the greatest optimists had ex-
peated. Al the land and soa forces in
the Cavoasus shared in the triumph. After
the bombardment by the warships the
troops landed on the flank of Trebizond,
and turning enveloped it on threa sides
The Turkixzh garrison of 50,000 and the
field troops fnally fled in three directions
wostward and southwestward,

Other Russian troops st Erzingan, Bitlis
wrd Urmia, sttacking Incessantly and
threatoning to cut the Turks' communica-
tlong, prevented them from concentrating
on Trebizond.

The two mialn weapons
used wers the possibility of 8ir Willlam
Nobertson, who possesses the complets
confidence of the country, following the
consoriptionists’ lead and sending in his
reslgnation, The other was that virtu-
nlly the entire Unloniat party, under the
nusplees of Bir Edward Carson, was ready
to overthrow Honar Law, thale leadar
In the Cabinet, unless he ranged himaelf
on the sldes of abasluta compulslon. Me
Lioyd-George, the spokesman of this party
in the Cablinet, relled for further support
on such notatilifies as Lord Miiner, Lord
Derby, Lord Beresford and lLord Salle-
bury.

ANXIOUS FOR UNITY

If it had not been for the fact that =
majority of the Cabinet, especinlly the
mont Influantial element, Including Pre-
mier Asquith, ex-Fremier Balfour and Mr,
Bonar Law, are most anxioud to malntain
unity, there is no doubt that the reslgno-
tions of the conscriptionista would have
been nccepted then and thers. A great
factor welghing with them Ia the unfavors
able Impression which would be created
In neutral capitals ¢ither by the entire il
or by publie divisions in the Cabinet. They
are roady to go to the utmost limit to pre-
sorve unityy. Moreover, they réalize the
strength of the feeling throughout the
country In favor of the present ministry
romaining Intact,

The key to the problem s Andrew
Bonar Law. As head of the T'nilonist party
he is the chief fMctor in Keaping the conll-
tlon together. He finds hig adherance Lo
the temporary compromise on the compul-
sion question has entirely undarmined his
strength through Hir Edward Carson hav-
ing sidetracked practieally the whole
strength of the Unlonist party into an out
nnd out declaration in favor of national
conscription. If he remains in the Cabinet
he will be n leader without a following : if
he reslgns then the coalltion ls bound to
break up. Mr, Bonar Law's resignation
would Inevitably be followed in loyalty by
that of the other Unionist members of the
Cabinet, liKe Lord Lansdowns, Austen
Chamberialn, Walter Long and Lord Rob-
art Cecll.

COUNTRY FAVORA ASQUITH

Momberg of Parllament who are able
to test the country’s feeling by com-
munications from thelr constituents state
that the burden of all remurks ls Breater
energy in the conduct of tha war from the
present ministry. Na one belleves that an
alterndtive administeation, headed by M
Lloyd-Oeorge, 8ir Edwurd Carson or Lord
Milner, would be able either to hold itx
ground or do better than the present nd-
ministration.

If the Unlunists withdrew from the co-
alitlon Mr, Asquith would try to form
A Libernl-Labor ministry, which, beeause
commanding no majority in the House of
Commong, would ba obliged to go to A
general election, 1t would then be o con-
test between thess forces nnd unofficial
Unionists, with the present Unlonimt
leuders who control the party organization
remaining uloof

Politlenl experts belleve thare can be
only one ending to such a battle. namely,
that Premisr Asquith would ssvure virtu-
ally the unanimous support of the coun-
try. The fesling of anger against the
wreckers In fur more neute than the feal-
ing that the present Cabinet s not sutf-
ciently energetie, All this would result in
Premisr Asquith emerging stronger than
ever and able to form a powerful min-
letry.

The most significant polnt of all is that
the Libera]l and Labor party organizations
throughout the country are hegloning to-
diay to prepare for an election early in
May.
